Rates Sought 
In Local Area 


Increase 
in 
local 
telephone 
rates varying from 50 cents to 
$1 per m onth for residence tele­ 
phones and from $1 to $1.25 per 
m onth for 
business telephones, 
depending upon th e type of ser­ 
vice, w ill ensue if the application 
of the California W ater and Tele­ 
phone company for an increase 
in rates is granted. 
The company has asked the 
Public U tilities com m ission for a 
hearing at w hich time the in ­ 
crease in local rates w ill be re ­ 
quested. 


SEVERAL REASONS are back 
of the request for higher rates, 
W illiam Nash, m anager for the 
company here, said. 
P rim ary cause is the trem end- 
uous increase in cost of the tw o1 
essentials of good telephone ser­ 
vice—w ell-trained personnel and 
the best of equipm ent, Nash said. 
He pointed out th at since 1940 
the com pany’s revenue had in­ 
creased 143 per cent bu t expenses 
had increased 187 p er cent. 


TO KEEP PACE w ith the rapid 
grow th of the area the company 
is planning a great expansion pro­ 
gram. It has spent $600,000 in im ­ 
provem ents in the local district 
in the past 18 m onths, it was 
pointed out. 
Date for the hearing has not yet 
been set. 
In the m eantim e, an interim 
increase in long distance charges 
over longer distances, has been 
granted 
the 
Pacific Telephone 
and Telegraph company, affecting 
local long distance calls. This 
goes into effect tom orrow .

Law in Effect 
Here Sept. 19 


Fire Chief A cts To 
C arry Out Provisions 
of New State Measure 


Fire 
C hief W illiam Leonesio 
was in receipt this week of copies 
of tw o new state laws, enacted 
during the 1947 state legislative 
session and which, go into effect 
Sept. 19 in a cam paign to lessen 
the fire hazard in the state nd 
to prevent panics and resultant 
tragedies in the event of fires. 
The new laws requise th a t all 
restaurants, cafes, night clubs or 
sim ilar 
places w here alcoholic 
liquors are sold for consum ption 
on the prem ises, or any dance 
hall, skating rink, theater, motion 
picture theater, auditorium , school 
or any place w here public as­ 
sem blages 
are 
held, 
m ust 
be 
thoroughly fire-proof. 


ALL 
DRAPES, 
hanging's, 
or 
sim ilar decorative m aterials m ust 
be made of non-inflam m able m a­ 
terials or treated and m aintained 
in a fire-retardent condition. 
A nother section of the new law 
applies th e same 
m easures to 
bars, 
hotel 
lobbies, 
apartm ent 
house halls, public dining rooms 
or sim ilar places. 
False ceilings bf combustible 
m aterials are forbidden.

M arshal Yjockers declared in 
his statem ent that a reasonable 
tim e w ill be allowed to bring all 
places under the provisions of 
the law.

as soon as ready. A ny person in 
doubt over the law is urged by 
C hief Leonesio to consult him.

BEAR 
N ine grizzlies w ere seen on 
the way home—some near the 
road, others so far aw ay th a t it 
was necessary to use field glass­ 
es to see them well. We startled a 
m other and two cubs which w ent 
lum bering up a sm all hill and 
down on the other side. They w ere 
busily engaged in digging a sup­ 
per of roots w hen w e caught up 
w ith them again. A nother shag­ 
gy old grizzly was so engrossed 
in digging roots th at he didn’t no­ 
tice us w hen the bus stopped 
about 90 feet from him . Mr. W al­ 
lace and 
another 
young 
m an 
w anted very much to m ake him 
raise his head 
so 
they 
could 
take photographs. They were th e 
only two who got out of the bus 
and w ere w arned by the driver 
not to go far from the car for 
the grizzly doesn’t have the best 
disposition im aginable and, d e­ 
spite its size, can ru n 45 m iles 
an hour. They threw rocks which 
hit near Mr. Grizzly but did not 
deter him from continuing w ith 
the business of getting his din ­ 
ner. Finally others in the bus 
m ade sufficient noise to cause 
him to move. He crossed the road 
and disappeared dow n a gully. 
Seven m ountain 
sheep w ere 
seen on this trip and num erous 
eagles and other birds. We picked 
up a fisherm an who had fished 
all day by a stream w ith never 
a bite. 
MT. McKINLEY HOTEL 
A ugust 13—This beautiful ho­ 
tel, owned by the U nited States, 
is operated by the Alaska R ail­ 
way, w hich is also ow ned by the 
N ational governm ent. The build­ 
ings are constructed of lum ber 
w ith beaver board and birch for 
inside finish. The price for double 
room is $4.00 per person and for 
a single, $5.50. Meals are extra. 
The tw o-story hotel w ill house 
170 people. There is also a tw o- 
story annex. 
The hotel was constructed in 
1939 and w as only open two sea­ 
sons before the w ar broke out. 
The arm y then took it over for 
a rest camp for all m en stationed 
in Alaska. Previous to this tim e 
the hotel has been open only d u r­ 
ing the short A laskan sum mer. 
However, it is rem aining open all 
this w inter. It opened June 9 this 
year and up to today has enter­ 
tained 3500 guests. 771080 are d i­ 
vided about 50-50 from A laska 
and the States, w ith m any of 
the A laskans being w eekending 
Anchorage 
or Fairbanks 
folk. 
M any are m en in uniform. W est­ 
erners predom inate 
among the 
visitors from the states with m any 
coming from California. I hope 
all are carrying back with them 
the same kindly feeling for A l­ 
aska th at I am. 


STATEHOOD 


From w hat I have read and 
learned here, there has been too 
m uch thought of w hat can we get 
out of A laska, rather th an a w ill­ 
ingness to p u t back into the te r­ 
ritory some of the w ealth th at 
has poured into the States from 
it. A laska has voted two to one 
for statehood. It seem s to me it 
should be granted to her, and th e 
rest of us should rem em ber then 
th at she is the baby state and 
lend a helping hand. 
This evening we heard a m an 
w ho is tops in the field of geo­ 
logy give a talk on glaciers. The 
speaker w as Dr. Lobeek and the 
lecture was given in simple lan­ 
guage th at even a person who 
knew nothing about the subject 
could understand. It has been a 
rare privilege to be on a tour 
w ith him. H e is very modest, as 
are most brilliant people, and 
thought only our group would 
be interested in hearing him. It 
turned out th a t practically every 
one in the hotel w as there.

A laska’s greatest inland city. 
En route we saw the bridge 
over the Tanana at Nenana, w hich 
m arks the place the ice breaking 
bets on the Tanana are decided 
each spring. The prize for th e 
person guessing the tim e the ice 
will break is several thousand 
dollars. Mr. McGarvey, the form ­ 
er San Bernardino m an I m et on 
the w ay to the park, told me he 
had m issed it by seconds, twice. 
H ere in Fairbanks w e w ere 
lucky to get room s at all. Mrs. 
Issenhuth has a single room in 
a very lovely hom e and the rest 
of the ladies are sleeping all over 
a large tw o-story house. Two of 
the ladies are in a double-bed in 
one bedroom, another in a single 
and tw o of us on cots in the din­ 
ing room. The house is im m acu­ 
late, also the beds, so we couldn’t 
ask for more. 
The Cham ber of Commerce has 
a lady who stays on th e job 
every night until every one who 
w ants a bed has one. People, who 
are w illing to take visitors into 
their homes, leave their names 
w ith 
h er 
and 
she 
telephones 
around until she finds a place for 
everyone. 


WORLD'S RICHEST SOIL 
A ugust 15—Two more north­ 
ward hops and then our plane 
will tu rn around and head back 
tow ard home. 
Today has _been a free-day in 
Fairbanks. This afternoon most 
of our group w ent by tax i out to 
Ester w here gold 
is being re ­ 
moved from the soil by hydraul­ 
ic m ining and dredging. We were 
told by one of the m en working 
there th at was the richest soil in 
the w orld. D uring the preceding 
24 hours, $270,000 w orth of gold 
had been washed out of the soil. 
There w as a huge dredging m a­ 
chine a t work and we w ere told 
it is the largest in the world. 
R eturning, we stopped at the 
U niversity of A laska to see the 
m useum. This school specializes 
in m ining and agriculture, as it 
applies to Alaska. Three hundred 
students 
were 
registered 
last 
year. 
The taxis then took us out to 
Ladd field, the U. S. A rm y A ir­ 
field n ear Fairbanks, w here ex ­ 
tensive im provem ents are being 
made. 
B ack in bed early tonight be­ 
cause w e leave at seven in the 
m orning. 


NOME AND KOTZEBUE 
A ugust 16—This morning, about 
10:15, our C-47 plane set down 
here at one of the three Nome 
airports. It was a perfect flight 
from Fairbanks. The rain started 
falling yesterday afternoon and 
was still dropping off the caves 
at 3 o’clock this m orning when I 
aw akened. But, w hen w e finally 
arose at 5 o’clock, in tim e to have 
breakfast and board the plane by 
a little after 7, the skies had 
cleared and the sun was shining 
brightly. This w as w hat all of us 
were hoping for since, if it is 
clear tomorrow, as we w ing our 
way farth er north, we shall be 
able to see the coast of Siberia. 
The plane in w hich we arc fly­ 
ing this circle trip— Fairbanks to 
Nome to Kotzebue and retu rn to 
Fairbanks — is a re-converted 
Army A ir Forces plane belonging 
to the L avery A ir Service Com­ 
pany of Fairbanks. There are 
seats on one side th at w ere used 
by the officers and a bench along 
the other side for enlisted men. 
In the re a r of the plane is room 
for a jeep or a MM Howitzer. 


CROSS DATE LINE 
Before taking off we set our 
w atches back one hour to B ering 
time. We have turned our w atches 
back th ree times on this trip. We 
gained an hour in the hop from 
V ancouver to W hitehorse which 
put us 
in Yukon tim e. 
From 
W hitehorse 
to 
Anchorage, 
we 
gained our second hour and were 
then on A laskan time. Today be­ 
tw een Fairbanks and Nome we

gained our third hour. Tomorrow, 
for a short time, w e w ill be ahead 
a day since w e cross the in ter­ 
national 
date-line 
in 
B ering 
Straits at w hich point we will 
be betw een little Diomede Island, 
belonging to the U nited States, 
and Big Diomede Island, belong­ 
ing to Russia. They are only a 
few m iles apart. The m ainland of 
Russia is only 35 miles distant at 
that point. 
Shortly after leaving Fairbanks 
we could see th e m uddy Tanana 
river below us and followed it 
until it joined the m ighty Yukon, 
which is just as m uddy. Then our 
plane flew down the valley of 
the Yukon for a long distance; 
and not so long after we left it, 
we saw the B ering Sea to the 
south of us and the Seward p en ­ 
insula on which Nome is located, 
to the north. 
100-MILE VISIBILITY 
On the flight from Fairbanks, 
the pilot picked up a radio m es­ 
sage on w eather conditions at 
Nome which w ere to the effect 
that it was the best day in months 
with visibility 100 m iles and a 
three-m ile wind. All the way over 
fleecy clouds floated inland be­ 
low us but, w ith the exception 
of about 10 m inutes 
over 
the 
Sew ard peninsula, w ere so far 
apart th at they did not obstruct 
our view of the 
tundra below, 
dotted here and there along the 
Yukon and T anana by tiny v il­ 
lages, 
many 
w ith 
emergency 
landing fields. 
I w ent over to the Nome Nugget, 
the sem i-weekly new spaper here 
in Nome, hoping to m eet the edi­ 
tor, Mrs. Emily Boucher, but she 
was out to a tea and I missed her. 


GOLD MINING 
Nome started w ith a gold rush 
back in 1898 and m ining opera­ 
tions a re still going on here. The 
hotel m anager said every one is 
so busy mining during the sum ­ 
m er months th at there are 
no 
social 
activities. 
Much 
of 
the 
w aterfront was underm ined last 
w inter by storm s off th e B ering 
Sea. 
Hugging the shoreline of 
Bering Sea, this little city of 1500 
people, including local residents, 
arm y personnel and natives, is 
the headquarters of all govern­ 
m ent activities in N orthw estern 
Alaska. The com ing of the air­ 
plane brought the people of Nome 
near to the rest of Alaska. P re ­ 
vious to that tim e, it w as a jo u r­ 
ney of several 
w eeks by dog 
team from Nome to Fairbanks, 
the nearest city of any size. In 
the w inter the Bering sea freezes 
for 10 miles out from land. 
NATIVE ARTISANS 
In the afternoon m ost of our 
tour walked out to the native 
village to watch the native a r­ 
tisans making jew elry and other 
articles of ivory. The men w ere 
w orking under a boat of hide and 
betw een the odor of the hide and 
of the natives, one had to come 
up for air betw een questions. 
I asked Mrs. W allace, ow ner 
of the hotel w here w e stayed, 
w here Rex Beach had lived w hen 
he w rote ‘‘The Spoilers” and o th ­ 
er stories of A laskan life in gold 
rush days and w as told the cot­ 
tage had been destroyed by fire. 
However, about 12 m iles out of 
Nome, another cottage in w hich 
he lived is still standing.
